Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., May 31!.—(Special.)—When 
United States Distrist Attorney Marion 
Erwin moved for execution of Judge 
Speer’s sentence upon Captain John F. 
Gaynor and Benjamin D. Greene in the 
federal court here this morning, that 
the marshal proceed with the prisoners 
to the Atlanta federal prison, he was 
promptly met with a writ of super- 
sedeas signed by Judge Don A. Pardee, 
of the circuit court of appeals, staying 
the execution of the sentence. The two 
prisoners are now to be detained in 
Macon until the hearing is had in the 
circuit court of appeals on the writ 
of error which was presented in due 
form and signed by Judge Emory Speer. 

The long assignment of errors in the 
bill of exceptions had been gone over 
by Mr. Erwin,.who has served as spe- 
cial assistant to the attorney general 
in this famous case, and corrections had 
been made upon which all parties had 
agreed. When the documents went into 
court they were ready for Judge Speer's 
Signature. Mr. Erwin stated that as far 
as the prosecution was concerned a true 
bill of ¢xceptions waited. the signature 
of the court, and Judge Speer accepted 
the statement of counse] for both sides. 


Order Is Produced. 

Peter W. Meldrim and A. A. Law- 
rence, of counsel for the prisoners, re- 
mained in their seats while the cer- 
tificates of approval were being signed, 
and when District Attorney Erwin asked 
that the prisoners be transferred to At- 
lanta both were immediately up, ready 
to save their clients from the imme- 
diate transfer.
